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Big drop in the borough’s violent crime figures

POLICE and local councillors 
have welcomed the fact that 
crime in Greenwich is being 
“reduced significantly” to 
make the borough safer. 

Figures just released - 
comparing the periods April 
2008-January 2009 and April 
2009 up to January 3 this year 
- show an 8.7 per cent 
decrease in violent crimes, 
while “personal robberies” 
have seen a 24.5 per cent 
reduction, 201 fewer crimes.

have also been reduced 
respectively by 18.6 per cent 
(16 fewer) and 24. per cent (83 
fewer). 

Council leader Chris 
Roberts joined Borough 
Commander Richard Wood in 
welcoming the improvement. 


Cllr Roberts said: “We’ve 
made crime one of our top 
priorities because, above all, 
people who live and work in 
Greenwich need to feel safe in 
the streets and at home. 

“I’m delighted that work by 
the police, the council and our 
partners is getting the results 


that improve the quality of 
life of everyone in our soon- 
to-be Royal borough.” 

Borough Commander Wood 
said: “Our officers are 
walking the beat, where 
possible singly, to be visible in

Beware 
'the other 
Yellow 
Pages' 
scam 


BUSINESSES in the borough have 
been warned about a nationwide 
scam by fraudsters posing as the 
reputable classified directory 
Yellow Pages. 

They have been tricking innocent 
victims into parting with up to £599 
a time to place adverts for what they 
assumed was an online entry in 
‘The Yellow Pages’ although the 
company - which calls itself ‘The 
Yellow Pages 24’ - has no 
connection to the genuine Yellow 
Pages. 

Greenwich Council trading 
standards warn that the fraudsters 
may also be using variations of the 
‘Yellow Pages’ style and logo. 

They are also making threatening 
phone calls where they demand 
people sign their forms to cancel an 
advertisement they haven’t even 
ordered. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services, told GT: “This is a 
particularly devious and nasty 
scam and I would urge businesses to 
be extra vigilant in not becoming 
victims of it.” 

The fraud is simple yet has proved 
highly profitable for those who 
appear to have been consistently 
targeting businesses, including

I WAS taking a

“Can 
you think of a 
worse job?” said 
one of my punters. 
I looked around 
the snowscape and 
suggested that, 
just at the 
moment, I 
wouldn’t want to 
be responsible for 
gritting our roads. 
The extended spell 
of severe weather,

manpower. 

I’m often quick to 
hold our council to 
account, so I must 
be equally quick to 
praise the grit 
(sorry!) and 
determination 
that officers and 
workers have been 
applying to their 
immense task. 
Gritting lorries 
just cannot get 


down some roads 
without tearing off 
a wing mirrors, 
but generally the 
principal roads 
have been kept 
safe and 
navigable. 

I have seen several 
gangs clearing the 
pavements as well. 
Cleansweep are 
evidently 
responding as well 
as they possibly 
can. How can the 
various 

departments have 
planned and 
budgeted for this? 
In the old days 
residents would 
clear the 

pavements in front 
of their houses 
themselves, but I 
suppose those 
were the days 
when people 
scrubbed their 
front steps on their 
hands and knees! 

I visit a town in the 
US every year 
where people must 
clear the sidewalk 
in front of their 
homes by law. 
Roads get 
ploughed but not 
salted or gritted, 
so people drive 
with enormous 
care. I’ve talked 
about that town 
before in this 
column.

schools and colleges across 
the country. 

Busy businesses would not 
suspect they’re the victims of a 
widespread and systematic 
fraud as some advertise with 
Yellow Pages anyway, so when 
an invoice purporting to be 
from the company arrives they 
diligently pay the bill. 

It is essential all businesses 
are confident they are dealing 
with a legitimate firm before 
parting with their money. If 


there is any doubt businesses 
should contact Trading 
Standards’ business advice 
line 020-8921 8223. 

The scam encourages 
businesses to transfer £499 or 
£599 straight into a German 
bankaccount by sending them 
bogus invoices, or sending 
cheques to mail boxaddress in 
Oxford Street, London. 
Greenwich Council was alerted 
to the scam after receiving 
complaints from local 
businesses who had received 
invoices from Yellow Pages 24. 


Key advice for businesses 
includes: 

• Be careful when a company 
you don’t know sends an 
invoice 

•Double check that titles of 
firms match those you know 
are legitimate 

• Be aware of telephone calls, 
mailings or emails that come 
out of the blue 

• Make sure all staff are aware 
of the scam 

• Say nothankyou and put 
down the phone to bogus 
callers and shred unwanted 


mailings 

• If in doubt contact Consumer 
Direct on 08454 04 05 06 
Yell Ltd - the publisher of 
Yellow Pages directories and 
online directoryYell.com - has 
worked closely with trading 
standards colleagues and its 
lawyers and has taken a 
number of legal steps, 
including a High Court 
injunction against Yellow 
Pages 24. This resulted in the 
website being shut down and 
the Yellow Pages 24 fax 
number being disconnected.

Former worker 
recognises 
the mystery 
gas works duo

GT READERS who 

wondered who the two gas 
workers were in the ‘The 
Way We Were’ feature on 
December 15 can now be 
told. 

It was “Fred and Taffy”. 

We don’t know much more 
about them - do you? - but 
former worker John Atkins 
told a reminiscence session 
that that’s how they were 
known. 

Memories of the South 
Metropolitan Gas Works, 
which used to be based where 
Greenwich Peninsula is now, 
are being recorded as part of 
the ‘Working Lives project 
across the Thames Gateway. 

People who worked at the 
gas works, or had relatives 
who did, attended the 
reminiscence session held by 
Eastside Community Heritage 
at the Greenwich Heritage 
Centre, Royal Arsenal, on 
Friday, January 8. 

John worked at both the 
Beckton and the Greenwich 
Gas Works over a period of 
many years. 

He started in the yard gangs 
at the Tar works and later 
moved in to maintenance and 
engineering. 

Greenwich resident Jennifer 
Leith told how her 
grandfather started working 


for the South Metropolitan 
Gas Works in 1912 as a crane 
driver. Already experienced in 
industry as a pitch boiler 
elsewhere, he remained at the 
Gas Works until the sixties. 

Jennifer also brought along 
many documents, including 
her grandfather’s ornate long 
service certificate, and some 
wonderful postcards from the 
convalescent home run by the 
Gas Works in Norfolk, her 
grandfather having spent 


some time there after an 
accident at work. 

Brian Burley worked at the 
Greenwich Gas Works when it 
was a part of South Eastern 
Gas, after the days of South 
Metropolitan. He provided 
many new avenues of 
exploration that may be able 
to contribute to the project. 

Brian was also involved in 
the renovation of the 
Metrogas Sports Hall 
(formerly of Horn Lane, 


Greenwich), a popular haunt 
of the gas workers which was 
provided by the company. 

Eastside Community 

Heritage will be running 
another session for former 
employees at 2pmon January 
28, again at the Greenwich 
Heritage Centre.

From yesterday 

(January 18) the 
government was offering 
a £400 rebate to 125,000 
homes that want to 
replace their G-rated 
boiler for an A-rated one. 

The latter could save 
you an average of £235 a 
year on heating bills, as 
well as helping to reduce 
C02 emissions, but be 
aware that more than 
3,000,000 homes in 
England have G-rated 
boilers or worse and 
therefore qualify to 
benefit from the 
government scheme. 

The thing to do is 
register an interest in the 
national boiler scrappage 
scheme as soon as 
possible. And to qualify 
for a £400 cashback 
voucher you will need to 
be just as quick in getting 
a quote from an installer. 

The installer MUST be 
carried out by someone 
registered with a scheme 
such as GasSave or 
OFTEC, or is qualified 
under the

The claim for a voucher 
must contain your 
signature and the 
installer’s signature 
along with their 
GasSave/MCS 
registration number.

If your boiler 
is installed before 
receipt of your voucher, 
your claim will be 
invalidated and you will 
no longer be able to 
receive the rebate.

An upgraded boiler will 
be a boon to families in 
terms of savings on 
heating bills but will 
also help local efforts to 
make Greenwich greener.

the community and act as 
a deterrent. 

“We have also boosted the 
number of our officers 
with the formation of the 
Safer Transport Team 
with three sergeants, six 
constables and 28 police 
community support 
officers, who are working 
hard to patrol the 
transport network across 
the borough to make 
everyone’s journey safer.” 

Police in Greenwich have 
also used Operation Blunt 
to tackle knife crime in key 
areas. Knife arch 
operations and metal 
detector wands are used to 
deter people from carrying 


offensive weapons. 

Mr Wood, in charge of 
Operation Blunt Met-wide 
before coming to 
Greenwich, said: “It is 
imperative to ensure that 
knife and gun crime stay 
down. We will continue to 
work closely with the local 
community to ensure that 
stop and search powers are 
use proportionately.” 

Residential burglaries 
are down by 8.4 per cent 
(128 fewer crimes) while 
motor vehicle crime, which 
has blighted many areas of 
the borough, is down by 
26.3 per cent (644 fewer). 

The commander said: 
“We have deployed 
additional overnight 

patrols in hot-spot areas 


identified through our 
intelligence system and set 
up anti-burglary 

campaigns as part of 
operation Bumblebee. 

“We understand the 
frustration and distress 
that burglary causes to 
victims. People feel 
violated in the place that 
matters the most to them 
and their family.” 

He added: “This is just a 
snap shot of the work the 
police has been carrying 
out in the borough. 

“I hope our latest figures 
reassure the public that we 
are doing all we can to 
reduce crime, arrest 
criminals and improve the 
quality of life in the 
borough of Greenwich.”

Council wins a 
further £1 .78m 
to build housing 


A FURTHER £1.78m has 
been awarded to 
Greenwich to build new 
council homes. 

The money is set to fund 16 
new homes over four sites 
across the borough. 

Subject to planning 
approval, the new homes will 
be built at the following sites: 

• three three-bedroom houses 
on land at the rear of 136 
Shooters Hill Road 

• three three-bedroom houses 
in Revell Rise, Plumstead 

• seven four-bed homes in 
Commonwealth Way, Abbey 
Wood and 

• three five-bed homes in 
Sunbury Street, Woolwich. 

Funding for the schemes is 
coming through the 
government’s £500m Local 
Authority House Building 
Programme which allows 
local authorities to build new 
council homes for the first 
time in more than two 
decades. 

The money is being 


administered by the Homes 
and Communities Agency 
which announced the award 
last week after a successful 
funding bid by Greenwich 
Council last year. 

It follows an earlier bid by 
the council in the autumn 
which provided £4. 2m to build 
47 homes at eight sites. Work 
is about to start on 40 homes 
on seven of those sites as GT 
reported last November. All 
the new homes will be built to 
the highest environmental 
standards and are designed to 
meet the housing needs of 
larger families. 

They will be allocated 
through Greenwich Homes -

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the borough’s lettings 
service - which will allocate 
the homes based on housing 
need, family size and current 
overcrowding. Three-hundred 
and twenty-eight households 
in the borough are currently 
severely overcrowded. 

Deputy council leader Peter 
Brooks told GT: “It’s great 
news that the council has 
succeeded in securing a 
second grant to build more 
council homes. The new

homes will make an important 
contribution to the housing 
needs of local families and 
meets our desire to provide 
more family homes for larger 
households.”

and manage new homes for 
rent for the first time in 20 
years. These new schemes will 
also build on our investment 
in the Decent Homes 
programme which is providing 
a number of home 
improvements for our 
tenants.”

Extra benefits cover costs of cold snap 


ELDERLY and vulnerable 
residents can get extra help to 
cover the costs of keeping 
warm during the recent cold 
snap. 

Cold Weather Payments of 
£25 are being paid 
automatically to eligible 
families following the recent 
period of very cold weather. 

The payments are made 
where average temperatures 
remain below zero degrees for 
seven consecutive days and a 
payment was triggered on 
January 4 after a spell of cold 
weather. 

Pensioners, families with 
children under 5 and people 
with long-term health 
problems or disability can get 
this help if they receive 
certain benefits (including 
Pension Credit, Income 


Support, income-based 
Jobseeker’s Allowance and 
income-related Employment 
and Support Allowance). You 
can also get this help if your 
Child Tax Credit includes an 
addition because you are 
caring for a disabled child. 

Help with winter fuel costs 
is also available to people 
aged 60 or over. A Winter 
Fuel Payment would have 
automatically been paid 
around Christmas to those on 
a state pension or those who 
received help the previous 
year. Other people will have 
to claim by calling 0845 915 
1515 before the deadline of 
March 30.

Babies and toddlers are 
enjoying fun times with dad 
at a series of special groups 
for male carers and their 
youngsters. 

The groups based at children’s 
centres across the borough give

everything is free and we get about 
one new dad joining each month,” 
he explained. 

“Over the year we’ve become friends 
and we also have social nights out to 
have a beer or a curry, ”he added. 
Martin has organised First Aid and 
baby massage courses for attendees 
and he’s now looking forward to a 
new ante natal course and a support 
course for dads-to-be starting next 
month. 

“Ante natal classes usually focus on 
the mother but these classes will 
really tackle fathers’ issues and we 
thought that the more informal

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Fake glasses 
trader fined 

A WOOLWICH market trader was fined 
for selling fake designer sunglasses 
during a court case last month. 

Yama Vafa,38, was fined £520 and 
ordered to pay £680 costs as well as £1 5 
into a victim support fund. 

He appeared before Woolwich 
Magistrates where he pleaded guilty to 
13 offences relating to the sale of 
counterfeit designer sunglasses. 

The case followed an investigation by 
Greenwich Council trading standards 
officers who made two test purchases 
from his stall in Woolwich market in 
June and July 2008. The sunglasses cost 
£10 a pair and purported to be designed 
by Giorgio Armani and Christian Dior. 

The glasses were sent to trade mark 
holders who confirmed they were fake 
and the stock of 161 pairs of glasses 
were seized. Thirteen summonses were 
taken out under the Trade Marks Act 
1994 and Vafa, who lives in Plumstead, 
was fined £40 for each offence on 
December 21 . He agreed to pay the 
amount at £50 per month.

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Chick peas food safely alert 


CANS of curried chick peas 
are being recalled as part of a 
food safety alert. 

The tins of ‘Pakstar’ Curried 
Chick Peas were not properly 
processed and could cause 
illness if eaten. 

They were produced in a 
Huddersfield factory which 
was slapped with a Hygiene 
Emergency Prohibition Order 
by local environmental health 
officers last month because it 
had not met food hygiene 
standards and had insufficient 
controls of the canning 
process. 

Now Greenwich 
environmental health officers 
are asking residents to check 
if they have this brand of 
chick peas in their kitchen 
cupboards and to hand them 


in with information about 
where they purchased them. 

Local food retailers are also 
asked to check their shelves, 
remove any suspect cans and 
contact environmental health 
about disposal. 

The peas come in 400g cans 
with a red, white and yellow 
label which carry ‘Produced 
from August 2009’ date codes 
and ‘Best Before dates’ of 
August 2012, September 2012, 


October 2012, November 2012, 
December 2012. 

The peas have been 
distributed mostly in West 
Yorkshire but some have been 
supplied around north London 
and environmental health 
officers fear they could have 
been bought by Greenwich 
residents who travel across 
the river to shop. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 


member for neighbourhood 
services, said: “The product 
appears to be distributed 
through markets which are 
difficult to regulate and trace. 
Thankfully there are no 
obvious links to any suppliers 
in Greenwich, and although 
there are no clear links to 
Greenwich, its not 
inconceivable that the product 
could appear in the borough. 
Also people do travel around 
London to purchase stocks all 
over the place and we felt it 
would be beneficial to alert 
locals who may have this 
product in their cupboards.”

Archway was set up in a simple 
metal container back in 1982. 

About five years ago, thanks to 
European social funding, the 
registered charity has 
refurbished and expanded - and 
hopes are high in 2010 that they’ll 
form part of a major new youth 
initiative extending the length of 
the arches. 

They’re supported by both 
Greenwich and Bexley councils 
and some school students have 
“Archway” as one of their study 
options once a week. 

Many are referred to the project 
to steer them away from trouble 
and to help them get the 
qualifications and skills 
necessary for a good job. On 
Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday there’s also 
an after-school club. 

Young people aged 11 
to 19 are welcome to 
work on the bikes and 
use the computers. 

But expect to be put 
on the waiting list at 
first. Motorbike 
mechanics and off- 
road riding isn’t just 
for boys, either, girls 
are welcome too - 
although they 

currently make up 

only five per cent of WHEELY GREAT: Young regulars

Bikes are usually 
supplied by Greenwich and 
Bexley police from their recovered 
vehicles stocks, and you’ll get all 
the basics of motor-cycle 
maintenance. The Archway rule 
is you’ll need to attend regularly 
and enthusiastically for five 
weeks before you’ll get a chance to 
ride the muddy, challenging 
circuits in Newham, Docklands, 
or at Brentwood in Essex. 

Greenwich Council has given 
them the cash for a trailer, big 
enough to transport eight bikes. 

Archway operations manager 
Neil Monaghan started as a bike- 
mad youngster, travelling to 
Thamesmead weekly on the buses 
from his home in Waltham Forest. 

Later, Neil came back as a 
volunteer, then as a sessional 
worker. “The traditions and the 
values of Archway have remained 
the same,” he told us. “Once you 
walk through that door you are in 
a safe environment, where you’ll 


be offered support and all the 
guidance you need. For one day a 
week, you can leave all your | 
problems behind.” 

Neil admits the staff “skills set” I 
needed for Archway staff are 
quite special. “Of course, you 
need to be able to teach mechanics 
to young people who may have 
some difficulty with their 
learning,” said Neil, who is | 
dyslexic himself. 

“But then there’s the cooking 
and the photography we’ve I 
recently introduced. We have a 
stock of about eight cameras now 
which we like to take when we go | 
out. There’s a ‘picture of the 
month’ competition (hence the |' 
town hall exhibition). 

“Then the young people who 1 
come in weekly from 10am until I 
3pm are doing some of their 
school work, especially in 
numeracy and literacy, as well as 
studying for NVQs through the | 
London Open College Network.” 

It’s £1.50 each for the | 
collective lunch, and, 
so far, regulars like 15- 
year-old twins I 

William and Chris 
have made lasagne, 
pizza, pasta bake and 
casseroles. The 
famous Archway 
burger is massive - | 
with “everything in”! 

Regulars may spend I 
months doing up a 
particular bike. Their 
current pride and joy | 
is a 1980s WASP side- 
car -black with orange I 
trim - which they’re | 
fitting with a 2005 KTM engine. 

Conna, aged 15, from Abbey I 
Wood, has been attending the 
project every Thursday for almost 
18 months. He said: “I got my own 
bike when I was 13 - but I didn’t | 
know how to take bikes apart.” 

He’s been doing work experience I 
in a Plumstead tool shop. “I’d 1 
never done cooking before when | 
we made lasagne,” he added. 

Reece, also aged 15, from I 
Thamesmead, has been a regular 
for over nine months. “It’s 
brilliant, very welcoming,” he told 
GT. “I’ve only cooked twice, and 
I’ve made some baguettes - but I’d | 
rather work on the bikes.” 

Joshua’s worst memory of | 
Archway was when he got ill and 
had to go home. Isabella’s best | 
memory was falling off the | 
motorbike on her first trip! 

Ricky, 14, said: “The best day of ! 
my life was my first motor-cycle [ 
ride.”

The Dury’s out 

A biopic on the turbulent life and times of eccentric English rocker 
Ian Dury is out on the big screen and stars Lord Of The Rings’ Gollum

IAN Dury was 
w I I A an unlikely 
< [, J popstar. 

Pushing 40 by 
the time he 

‘made it’, he was not blessed 
with the most ear-warming 
singing voice, and was 
crippled with polio from an 
early age. 

His left arm and leg withered, 
walking was difficult for the 
singer who wore a leg brace 
that had to be laboriously 
strapped on every morning. 
How much bearing the 
deficiency of the man had on 
his will to succeed is explored 
- warts ‘n’ all - in Mat 
Whitecross’s biopic named 
after Dury’s most enduring 
tune: Sex and Drugs and 
Rock and Roll. 

It’s an apt title in the context 
of a man who was flawed in 
many ways, physical and 
otherwise, apparently 
impervious to the needs and 
feelings of those closest to 
him. Indeed, Sex and Drugs... 
is by no stretch a rose-tinted 
look at the eccentric 
performer, candidly charting 
the single-minded artist 
through the tribulations of a 
failed marriage, wayward 
parenting skills and a band 
on the edge of collapse. 

There is more than a 
smattering of arty 
playfulness in the film that 
uses a mixed media for 
sections of the credits and 
trippy dream sequences that 
see Dury haunted by images 
of the institution where he

was imprisoned for his 
condition. 

The way in which the 
awkward subject of disability 
is broached is a particular 
triumph, and a way in which 
the never sorry -for-himself 
Dury would surely have 
approved. “I don’t want 
sympathy, I want respect,” he 
defiantly spits in a 
particularly powerful 
exchange. But where his 
demons really surfaced was 
when he had had a drink - or 


ten. 

Best known for the role of 
Gollum in Lord Of The Rings, 
Andy Serkis’s portrayal of 
the witty wordsmith is 
exemplary - facially, vocally, 
in his mannerisms, and 
crucially, in his aura. 
Channelling the unabashed 
energy of the singer, the 
uncanny actor swaggers 
through the remakes of 
Blockheads’ hits that cleverly 
signpost Dury’s life and 
career from a theatrical 


backdrop of spliced snippets 
that sees the performer alone 
on stage. Emotionally 
charged throughout, the 
paternal relationships 
running through Ian’s ‘old 
man’ - a well-meaning but 
distant Ray Winstone - to his 
own son Baxter (Bill Milner), 
who experiences many of the 
same traumas at school as 
his father, though this time 
for the crime of being posh, 
rather than crippled. 

Dury is exposed as a selfish 
and driven individual, and 
Whitecross’s expert direction 
takes the audience to the 
brink of disliking the brash 
popstar on more than one 
occasion. Naomie Harris is 
also fantastic as downtrodden 
girlfriend Denise, as is Dury’s 
long-suffering wife Betty, 
played by Olivia Williams. 
Perhaps over sentimental at 
times, the sub plot of Dury’s 
lonely son threatens to 
overshadow the subject but is 
pulled back from the 
precipice just in time for a 
rambunctious finale, sparing 
Ian one last kicking and 
reminding us what we loved 
about the man. 

Sex and Drugs... is as 
fittingly defiant and acerbic 
as the wordy writer who 
spawned it, and makes no 
apologies for being rude, 
crude, and thoroughly 
engaging throughout.

Coffin up blood 

WHILE it would be harsh to 
j|J label Coffin Rock as ‘funny 
because it’s bad’, there is a 
certain amount of B-Movie 
amusement that makes this Aussie 
caper a bit of an oddball. 

That said, there is also plenty of knowing 
irony to the psychological thriller, which 
doesn’t take itself too seriously and is 
from the producers of the well-received 
Wolf Creek. 

Shot tastefully on location in South 
Australia, a couple from a rural fishing 
community are desperate to have a baby. 
Unable to conceive, Jessica (Lisa 
Chappell) has a drunken fling with a 
stranger. But the deranged loner, Evan 
(Sam Parsonson) has stalky ambitions 
and had followed her all the way from 
the fertility clinic... 

Stranger still, the enigmatic Irishman 
gives the object of his affection a bird’s 
nest - yes, a bird’s nest - as a present. 

“I think he’s a weirdo,” Jessica matter- 
of-factly tells Robert. You don’t say. 

Evan persists and finally wears down the 
attractive lady who falls pregnant after 
the moment of madness. Jessica’s 
hapless husband is overjoyed at the 
news that his apparent perseverance has 
paid off. But the stranger is now 
becoming even stranger, and hanging 
around like a bad smell with his pet Joey 
tucked in the pocket of his jersey. 
Inexplicably, the most compelling 
onscreen chemistry takes place between 
the lad and his Joey, although, let’s just 
say, it’s not a happy end for the 
kangaroo. 

Granted, the film does take a little while 
to warm up, but when it does there are 
more than a few scary - and laugh out 
loud - treats. There are some cracking 
one-or-two liners too: “When was the 
last time you did something nice for your 
wife?” asks Jessica to one of her hubby’s 
co-workers. “I’d say about 1973”, he 
deadpans. This being a thriller though, 
there was never going to be a fairytale 
ending, and suffice to say there are all 
the classic elements of a psych-thriller 
as the film somewhat tails off into cliche, 
and to a slightly unsatisfactory end. Star 
of the show undoubtedly is Sam 
Parsonson, playing the eerie Irishman, 
Evan - and the highlight of what 
otherwise might have been a mediocre 
film.

SHAKING off ringrust after 
three weeks of enforced 
inactivity, Charlton endured 
a gruelling test at mist- 
wrapped Adams Park before 
emerging from the gloom 
with an important victory 
which revitalised their bid 
for automatic promotion. 

That happy outcome looked in 
doubt when, halfway through 
the second half, Jon Paul 
Pittman's neatly-taken equaliser 
threatened to peg back the 
Addicks to a dispiriting fourth 
successive draw. 

The Oxbridge shirted 
Chairboys seemed on course for 
a deserved share of the spoils 
until their hearts were broken 
by the visitors' never-say-die 
skipper Nicky Bailey. 


Inspirational Bailey's 10th goal 
of the season was his reward for 
dogged persistence of the kind 
trademarked by Steven Gerrard, 
who would have been proud to 
claim this rousing effort. 

Foiled initially by a desperate 
block of his first shot, Bailey 
pounced on the loose ball as 
Scott Shearer magnificently 
saved Jonjo Shelvey's point- 
blank attempt to convert the 
rebound. The keeper's defiance 
appeared to have spared 
Wanderers but Charlton's free 
scoring midfielder was having 
none of it. 

Muscling through a couple of 
flimsy challenges, he uncorked a 
venomous drive from 15 yards 
which fairly whistled inside the 
left post. Some goals make more 
impact than others. Of course 
they do. This one almost raised 
the roof of the stand behind 
Shearer. 

Never completely comfortable, 
Charlton should have fallen 
behind as early as the fifth 


minute. Through on his own to 
confront Rob Elliot as Christian 
Dailly crucially lost his footing, 
Stuart Beavon steadied himself, 
drew a careful bead, then slid a 
tame shot miserably wide. 

In modern parlance, he was 
probably "disappointed" with his 
effort. So he should be because 
even "acutely disappointed" 
dignifies his miss. Red-faced 
with embarrassment does the 
job. 

Beavon' s howler might have 
escaped unwelcome attention 
had Pittman's improvised 
snapshot, a minute later, not 
flashed narrowly off target. 

Charlton's shaky start having 
gone unpunished, they promptly 
punctured Wycombe's early 
bravado by snatching an 
unexpected - and, at the time, 
frankly unmerited - lead.
